Undoubtedly, 
other communities will follow, and even­ 
tually the tide will sweep away the ob­ 
stacles. 
In the meantime, it is to be hoped that 
the issue will not flare to the point that 
will endanger the very thing that the 
individuals are striving to gain.

Of Earnings Of Workers

today reminded crew leaders or 
farmers who hiro crew leadcn- 
must keep records of the earnings 
of their employes. 
Most crew workers on farms 
are covered by social security and 
reports must bt' made of their 
earnings. This report 
must 
bo 
made cither by the crew leader or 
the fanner who engages the crew 
leader. 
The report must be made and 
tho social security taxes paid for 
any crew worker who earns $150 
or more in cash wages during a 
calendar year or who works for 
the same employer on some part 
of at least 20 days in a calendar 
year and is paid cash wages fig 
urod on a time basis; that is. 
paid by the hour. day. week, etc. 
This report is due on or before 
January 31 of any year following 
tho calendar year in which tax­ 
able wages were paid. 
In deter­ 
mining who must take the report 


and pay the social security tax 
whether the crew loader or the 
fanner, the law provides certain 
guides. 
lf you are a crew leader: Un 


le s s you have a written agreement 
with the fanner that you are his 
employee, you are the employer 
of any crew of workers you fur 
nish to do farm work and you pay 
fix' crew either yourself or for 
the (armet. 
If you have such an agreement, 
then tile members of your crew 
are also tile farm er s employees 
and he must make tho rejxuls and 
pay tile tax. 
For the farmer: If you have an 
agreement 
such 
as 
mentioned 
above, the crew leader as well as 
tho members of his crew are your 
; employees. 
If there is no written agreement 
and the crew members a ir fur­ 
nished and pud by the crew load­ 
er, cither on his own behalf or for 
you, then the crew leader is the 
employer mid he is responsible 


for reporting the earnings and 
paying the social security tax. 
In this ease, however, you must 
keep a record of the name. per- 
manent rddress and employer’* 
identification number of tho crow 
leader. 
The written agreement need not 
be made on any special form. 
However, any 
such 
agreement 
should lie signed and shixild in­ 
clude the names and addresses of 
the farmer and tho crew leader, 
the approximate dates 
of

an employee of the farmer.

How 
can we find out whether or not 
w e have some savings ttonds at 
the Federal Reserve Bank? 
A. Write to tho Federal Reserve 
Bank in the Federal Reserve Dis­ 
trict in which you live. 
If you 
Iva vc moved, write to the Federal 
Reserve Bank in the district in 
winch you lived at the time your 
husb;uid thinks the bonds were 
purctnised. 
Checking up on thus, we come up 
with some very interesting farts 
and figures. 
Thoro are literally tens of mil­ 
lions of dollars of U. S. Savings 
Bonds held for safekeeping 
by 
Federal 
Reserve 
Banks. 
And 
many of the owners of the bonds 
don't know .about them. 
If they 
step up and claim them, they'll 
bo happy and so will the Federal 
Resolve Banks. 
This all came about because it 
wats formerly possible for people 
buying savings bonds 
to leave 
their bonds with Federal Resolve 
Banks for safok< 'ping. Tint prac­ 
tice was discontinued on April I 
1965. But bonds already held by 
the banks for safekeeping remain­ 
ed 
At the end of last month, for in­ 
stance, Federal Reserve Bulk of 
New York had 5,315 such safe­ 
keeping accounts — holding 156,-

Tho New York “Fed” estimates 
that approximately 20 percent of 
those accounts are “dormant” — I 
meaning ti vat Hie owners can’t be 
located. The Fed has made many 
attempts to contact these people 
by mail. 
But tile owners have 
moved without giving their new 
addresses, have died or have just 
plain forgotten .about the bonds. 
It s obvious that this is a big 
tiling and could concern many 
readers. 
Unfortunately, we don’t 
have tho space here to give the 
geographic breakdown of all 12 
Federal Resolve Districts and the 
addresses of each Federal Re­ 
serve Bulk. Readers can get that 
information from their local banks. 
Anyone who thinks that he (or 
perhaps a deceased member of his 
family) might have left some sav­ 
ings bonds with a Federal Reserve 
Bank most certainly should check 
utjou die situation. 
Who knows? This column may 
help people chum bundles af “tor- 
gotten” bonds.
